Mayor's office to rescind the indorse- 
ment of a $3,500,000 bond issue. 
Result of Post-Dispatch Fight. 

The opposition to Mayor Kiel’s scheme 
and the decision of August A. Busch to 
withdraw at present from the position 
of petitioner for a special approach 
which was made public Monday are 
direct, results of the Post-Dispatch’s 
campaign to defeat the special approach 
plan.

Hight Against Busch Approach. 

The eight Councilmen who told Post- 
Dispatch reporters Tuesday that they 
would no. vote for the special Busch 
approach bonds are: President Sam 
Lazarus, Paul R. Fletcher, Julius Hal- 
ler, Gustav J. Herrmann, John F. 
Hines, G. Koenig, William lL 
—_ and Edward F. Randall. 

Councilman Michael CC. H. Arendes 
said he preferred not to take a definite 
atand in the matter, as he felt that 
Adolphus and August A. Busch were 
entitled to all the consideration the 
Assembly could bestow because of their 
energy in develeping their terminal 
company. . 

Four members, Ebeling, Meehan, 
Paule and Rower, could not be reached 
Tuesday, but their friends say the at- 
titude of two of them, who have been 
opposed firmly to the special approach 
plan, is unchanged. 

Counciiman Fletcher will insist on a 
reconsideration by the conferees 
Wednesday of the vote by which they 
agreed to recommend a bond issue of 
$3,500,000, of which $760,000 was to have 
been devoted to the special approach. 

“Tt ts high time that the city stop 
giving special concessions to the Busch 
read," declared Fletcher te a reporter, 

“and in my judgment we will have to 
take away the main part of its road, 
because it has failed to keep its fran- 

chise agreements.” 

*T o the $3,500,000 bond proposi- 
tion, when it came up at the first meet- 
ing of the conferees, and now there 
are more than half of the 14 ready to 
vote it down.

Doctor’s, Theory of the Evolu- 
tion of the Beardless Jaw, 
However, Is Challenged.

Notes Sold to Harry Troll. 
Blanke sold the notes to Harry Troll, 


former Public Administrator for $2317. 
When the notes were unpaid the prop- 
erty was sold under a foreclosure sale 
in August, 1918, for $1900 to men named 
Orcutt and Newberry, who it is allezed 
represented the Lort Realty and Invest- 
ment Co. No cash was paid and the 
amount was credited on the notes. Late 
in Atllgust the county property was sold 
by the Lort Co. to J. L. Sprague for 
$1000. A first deed of trust for $2500 was 
on the properties. 

Miss Norton values the county realty 
at close to $6000 and charges the series 
of sales under the second deed of truSt 
are fraudulent. The depositions were 
in part-an attempt by Henrv S. Caul- 
field, attorney for Miss Norton, to show 
that Harry Troll and the Lort R. E. & 
Investment Co. were the same and that 
the different sales of the property were 
all maneuvered by Troll.

She 
said she had transferred property on 
Jefferson avenue as consideration for 
the stock, but though questioned closely, 
she was unable to state from whom or 
where she had obtained the Jefferson 
avenue property.

In an open discussion with William 
Travers Jerome after announcing the 
suspension of the hearing, Judge Al- 
drich said that search of the statutes 
had failed to reveal to him any law 
under which a man in Thaw’s position, 
adjudged a lunatic and charged with a 
crime, could be extradited. 

Jerome Seeks Immediate Action. 

Jerome, specially deputized to bring 
about Thaw’s return to the asylum, 
tried to block the postponement on 
the ground that the writ had been 
obtained as a matter of expediency. 
He produced an affidavit of a news- 
paper man, quoting Thaw’s counse] 
as saying this, but he was unwilling 
to press the objection after counsel 
for Thaw had assured the’ court that 
the application for the writ had been 
entirely regular. 

Thaw was remanded to the foint 
custody of Sheriff Drew of Coos 
County, who arrested him after his 
recent deportation from Canada, and 
United States Marshal Nute. 

Counsel for both sides, after talking 
with the Governor by _ telephone, 
agreed that the extradition hearing 
would not be held until Tuesday, Sept. 
23. The lawyers then went into con- 
ference to decide where to hold Thaw 
meanwhile. 

Crowds, packing Main street in 
front of the court building, cheered 
Thaw as he was driven to a hotel 
for dinner. 

Thaw Ignores Spectators. 

When shaw took his seat before the 
hearing opened he closed his eves, rested 
his cheek on his hand and did not give 
the spectators a glance. Jerome sar 
almost opposite the prisoner. Judge Al- 
drich, in robes, took his seat at 11:05. 

Shurtleff, for Thaw, pointing out that 
the extradition hearing in the Thaw 
ease was to be held soon, probably to- 
morrow, asked that the habeas corpus 
hearing be postponed.

The application for the writ was en- 
tirely regular, he said, while the war- 
rant on which New York sought to 
get Thaw was a subterfuge. 


Fears Jerome Might Take Thaw. 

“We have had no assurance that 
Brother Jerome would not take Mr. 
Thaw at once, if the extradition warrant 
were signed,’’ said Morris. 

After hearing arguments, the Court 
suspended proceedings. The New York 
authorities were anxious to have the 
writ quashed. 

Marshal Nute and Sheriff Drew were 
instructed to let Thaw confer freely 
with counsel.

dealing with *photography and printing, 
also catalogues from paper houses and 
rrinting jobbers. Many of these books 
were carted to police headquarters, as 
were the photographic apparatus found 
in the One Hundred and Thirty-fourth 
street flat. Among other things found 
at both the office of Dr. Muret and 
Father Schmidt’s room were photo- 
graphs of Bertha Zeck, and in Dr. 
Muret’s apartment also was found a 
set of photographs of the priest 
in street and clerical clothes. 
While Father Schmidt slept in 
his cell in. the Tombs, a few blocks 
away, ignorant of the arrest of Muret, 
detectives questioned the dentist for 
hours this morning concerning his re- 
lations with the -confessed murderer. 
Father Schmidt, Inspector Fauret de- 
clared, had not been questioned about 
Muret and had not given him the lead 
that led to the latter's arrest. 

Later today the police planned to 
confront Muret with an 1l-year-old boy, 
who has told the detectives that he 
saw a tall man accompany Schmidt to 
and from the Bradhurst avenue flat on 
different occasions. Muret is six feet 
tall, overtopping Father Schmidt by 
several in¢hes. . 

Photo Developing Plant Found. 

At the One Hundred and Thirty-fourth 
street flat, which consists of four rooms 
land a bath, detectives found a perfect- 
‘ly appointed dark room in the kitchen, 
while in the dining room was a large 
camera. This, Inspector Faurot said, 
was one of the finest he had ever 
seen. In the bedroom was a small hand 
press, two pairs of rubber gloves and 
in. the tubs in the dark room kitchen 
chemicals and acids of the kind used in 
developing photographic plates. 

On ‘his way to headquarters Dr. Mu- 
ret admitted, the police allege, that he 
Was practicing dentistry without a 
proper license. He had studied den- 
tistry in Berlin, he told the police, 
and in New York, but had failed to 
pass the examinations for a certificate 
to practice. Among his effects taken 
t> headquarters was a framed license 
bearing the proper certifications. The 
police set about tracing the authorship 
of this certificate this morning. 

Muret, the detectives say, is a notary 
public and a member of the Dental 
Protective Association of Chicago. 


From Mainz, Germany, there came to

Both of Schmidt’s parents and other 
relatives living here consider him ab- 
normal morally, and declared that there 
were numerous cases of insanity in the 
family. 

According to the records he was born 
in 1881 and was ordained in 19044. He 
showed no signs of abnormality, as far 
as could be learned, before his twentieth 
year and then his character appeared to 
undergo a strange transformation. He 
became unsociable and was unable to 
agree with his superiors. He occupied 


a number of curacies from 1904 to 1907, 
but remained only a few months in 
each place. Schmidt, it is stated, took 
holy orders against his own wishes and 
only to satisfy the desire of his mother. 

The parents of Schmidt declared to- 


»day the young priest is hereditarily ab- 


normal. Several members of the family 
are in asylums for the demented and 
there have been four suicides in the 
family in five years. The letters sent 
home by the priest are said by his rela- 
tives to be written in a confused and 
hazy style. 

Local physicians consider the mur- 
derer’s perverted instincts were ac- 
centuated by forced study. 

He resorted to forged certificates even 
in his boyhood and by this means was 
enabled to enter the classical high 
school at Mainz, where he was educated. 
He was arrested, but was released by 
the Court as weak minded. 


Muret Member of Association That 
Fights “Sham” Patents. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—Dr. E. Muret is 
not known among dentists in Chicago. 
The Dental Protective Association of 
which Muret is a member, is a national 
organization of dentists, formed ® years 
ago to fight alleged ‘‘sham’’ dental de- 
vice patents and has 11,000 members in 
all parts of the country. Its headquar- 
ters are in Chicago. President Crouse of 
the association said: 

“T find Dr. E. Muret’s name on our 
membership list, but I don’t remember 
the man. He joined our organization two 
years ago from New York City. I don’t 
believe he ever practiced in Chicago’’ 


Chicagoan Who Esteems Schmidt Was

CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—The Rev. Hans 
Schmidt had planned to visit Chicago 
on his vacation this summer. This de- 
veloped today when Mrs. Jacob Buchen 
of this city was discovered as a friend 
of the prisoner. 

“When we lived in Trenton, N. J., 
Father Schmidt was our pastor and we 
all loved him,” said’ Buchen. ‘“‘He was 
wonderful in the pulpit and devoted to 
his parishioners in times of need, I 
still esteem him; yes, esteem him. fie 
must be crazy. He corresponded regu- 
larly and in several of his letters “1¢ 
said he would visit us as soon as he 
got a vacation this year.”’

Promoters Encounter Obstacles. 

e testimony at the first hearing in- 

cated that not only had the stock- 

_holéers lost their entire investments in 

the Continental-Commercial Co., but that 

the promoters.aiso had met with condi- 

tions financial obstacles almost in- 
surmountable. 

The most serious charge made by the 
| stockholders was that the officers and 


‘directors of the Continental Commercial 


Co. organized themselves into a Bond- 
hoiders’ Committee ostensibly to pro- 
tect the holders of the $850,000 worth of 


bonds that had been sold to the public, 


and then, as directors of the corpora- 


tion, transferred to themselves as mem- 
| bers of a. Bondholders’ Committee the 


entire assets of the corporation. 

This action in May, 1912, divested the 
Continental-Commercial Co. of all its 
property. A new corporation, the Amer- 
ican-Mexicah Sugar Co., was organized 
to take over the property of the old 
corporation. The stockholders charged 
that they were thereby deprived of all 
of their property and that the officers 
and directors had come into possession 
of it. 

It was shown in the testimony that 
a stockholders’ meeting was called in 
Augusta, Me., last January to ratify 
this transfer and to authorize the dis- 
solution of the corporation. The stock- 
holders bringing the suit testified that 
they received no notice of the meet- 
ing and did not know that the com- 
pany’s assets had heen sold and the 
company dissolved. 

The purpose of the Maine suit is to 
have the dissolution of the corporation 
revoked. A suit hasbeen filed in St. 
Louis to nullify the transfer of the as- 
sets of the corporation and have the 
property restored to the Continental 
Commercial Co. for the benefit of its 
stockholders.

He was asked what became 
of the remaining $150,000 in bonds, sup- 
posed to have been held in the treas- 
ury.

One of these 
reports was by Hennings in 1911, and it 
showed the property was in very bad 
condition. The company was fined $14,- 
000 by the Mexican Government, accord- 
ing to the report, for failure to pay 
its revenues on alcohol, which it was 
manufacturing In one of its plazts. 

Erker testified that he recently visited 
Mexico and found the property in bad 
condition. In one tract of 2200 acres, he 
said, only 250 acres were in cultivation.

CROPS, RAISED BY 
BOYS, BRING $483 


Quarterly Report .Shows Profit 
as a Result of the Labors of 
Child Inmates. 


SEASON NOT FAVORABLE 


System of Putting Children in 
Private Families Praised by 
Guardians’ Board. 


A profit of $483 was realized by the 


sale of the products from the Indus- 
trial School farm at Ft. Bellefontaine, 
Mo., according to the quarterly report 
of the Board of Children’s Guardians 
to Mayor Keil. 

The farm is worked by boys from 
the Industrial School, under the direc- 
tion of Superintendent Major of the In- 
dustrial School. It has taken the place 
of the bakery, which was formerly con. 
ducted at the school and from which 
bread was furnished to other city insti- 
tutions. 

Wheat Was Main Crop. 

The report says that most of this 
year’s profit was realized from the 
wheat, although the drouth almost 
destroyed the crops. With better cli- 
matic conditions next year the school 
farm hopés to make a better showing. 

The boys also worked in the gar- 
dens, adjoining the school at Virginia 
avenue and Osage street, and while no 
profit is announced, the report says 
that plenty of corn, tomatoes, peaches 
and grapes were raised for the use of 
the inmates of the school. 

The report says that 86 boys from 
the Industrial School have been 
Placed in private homes. This makes 
a total of 58 now placed out by the 
board. This system of putting’ chil- 
dren in private families is considered 
@ good one, according to the report, 
as investigation shows that the boys 
in their new surroundings are happier 
and better cared for than if left in 
the Industrial School. 

Private Homes More Healthful. 

In the opinion of the board mem- 
bers, the health of the boys dan be 
better looked after in the homes of 
private familics while the boys be- 
come more ambitious under these con- 
ditions. 

Members of the Boare of Children’s 
Guardians have also taken up the 
task of finding who have deserted 
their families in an effort to have 
them provide for the deserted ‘ones. 
The report says that 120 children are 
now under control of the board.

REPUBLICANS SEEK

W. T. Findly Urged to Move 
Into Tenth District and Make

Many delegations of Republicans from 
the Tenth Congressional District recent- 
ly have waited upon William T. Findly, 
secretary of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, and asked him to move into the 
Tenth District to make the race for the 
Republican nomination for Congress 
against Richard Bartholdt next year.

He said Tuesday 
he had not determined definitely wheth- 
er he would establish a residence in 
the Tenth District, or remain in the 
Eleventh District and make the race 
there against William L. Igoe, Demo- 
crat, who expects to be nominated for 
re-election. e 

“The matter of making the race 
against Congressman Bartholdt for the 
nomination has been broached to me sev- 
eral times,”’ said Findly. “I shall run 
for Congress in one of the two districts— 
Tenth or Bleventh. I rather think I 
could make it interesting for Dr. Bar- 
tholdt in the Tenth District, and I may 
decide to give it a trial.” 

Republican leaders fear that Bartholdt, 
if renominated, would lose the entire 
labor vote by reason of his affiliations 
with the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, which waged war upon labor 
wnions for years.

CY BILL NO 
DEPARTURE FROM 
GOLD STANDARD 


Glass‘ Denies Bryan Wrote 
' “Lawful Money”’ Phrase 
Into His Measure. 


IT FOLLOWS OTHER LAWS 
Framer of Bill Tells How Re- 


demption Provision Was 
Considered. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—‘‘The at- 
tempt to make it appear that there has 
been, on the part of the framers of the 
currency bill, any intention to depart 
from the gold standard is the veriest 
nonsense,” said Chairman Carter Glass 
of the House Banking and Currency 
‘Committee and father of the bill, tu 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent. 
Glass wrote “lawful money’’ into his 
bill. He declared that the charge that 
Secretary Bryan had done so was false, 


}4s Bryan had takén no active part in 


the framing of the pending bill. 

Asked to give a history of the phrase 
in his bill providing for the redemption 
of notes in “gold or lawful money,” 
Glass said: 

‘The bill, as originally introduced in 
the House by me, June 26, required that 
Federal reserve notes, when presented 
for redemption at the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington, should be re- 
demed in gold. The Federal Reserve 
Board was authorized to require of the 
Federal reserve banks the main- 
tenance of a five per cent gold fund for 
this purpose, but the section provided 
at the same time that when such notes 
were presented for redemption at any 
*Fedéral reserve bank they might be 
redeemed in lawful money. In the same 
draft of the bill reserves were required 
to be held in gold or lawful money. 
This was before the.bill had been 
considered by the committee. 

Provision Ix Reiuserted. 

“Subsequently the bill was considered 


in detail and discussed, provision -by 
provision,* by the majority menibers of 


| the committee and in the course of the 


consideration, which covered four or 
five weeks, the provisions of the re- 
démption features of the bill were sev- 
eral times aitered, but always the re- 
serve required to be held by the banks 
against the notes was ‘gold or lawful 
money.’ No authorized print of the 
curency bill ever contained any other 
provision for the redemption of the 
notes. 

“It is true that at one stage of the 
consideration by the_majority members 
of the committee, Representativé Otis 
Twihgo of Arkansas moved to strike out 
the words ‘lawful money’ wherever they 
occurred and substitute ‘gold _ certifi- 
cates,’ which was done; but at the very 
next meeting the same gentleman moved 
to reconsider his own proposition and 
reinsert the words ‘lawful money,’ which 
Was done. 

“As it appears now in the .bill, the 
provision follows the language of the 
national bank act in the matter of the 
redemption of national bank notes which 
the new reserve notes are to displace. 

“The pending bill also adopts the ex- 
act phraseology of the Vreeland-Aldrich 
act for the redemption of the $500,000,- 
000 of emergency notes authorized to be 
issued under that act and follows like- 
wise the language of the bill proposed 
by the Monetary Commission for the 
redemption of the notes of the Aldrich 
reserve association. 


Not Against Gold Standard. 


“So it is seen that the whole attemp*+ 
to make it appear that there has been 
on the part of the framers of the pres- 
ent bill an intention to depart from the 
gold standard is tommy rot. The bill 
expressly authorizes the Federal Re- 
serve Board to require Federal reserve 
banks to maintain a 5 per cent gold 
fund at Washington for the redemption 
of Federal reserve notes. 

“Do thoge who affect to see in the 
provisions of the pending bill an attack 
upon the gold standard think that ex- 
'Seriator Aldrich or ex-Representative 
Vreeland was against the gold stand- 
ard? 

“The fact is, that the note section of 
the bill is vastly sounder than the note 
section. of. the so-called Aldrich bill, for 
tne reason that the reserve notes of the 
Aldrich seheme were permitted to be 
held as reserve money by individual 
banks, whereas national banks are not 
permitted by the pending bill to count 
as reserve money the notes issued under 
authority of the national Reserve 


Board.”’ ‘

Sept. 2 five men—three Englishmen 
and two Austrians—were arrested when 
trying to dispose of some of the pearls 
in London. They are believed by the 
police to belong to a notortous inter- 
national gang of thieves. 

_ Reward to Go to Workman, 

A reward of $50,000, which was offered 
for the return of the jewels, will prob- 
ably go entirely to the workman. 

The necklace, said to be the most val- 
vable*in the world, was in transit be- 
tween two dealers when stolen.  Ru- 
mors indicated that it was destined for 
Mrs. W. K.. Vanderbilt. 

The workman who found the 
jewels informed the police they were 
carelessly wrapped in a piece of tissue 
paper. He said he first passed them by, 
as he thought the package was merely 
a ball of crumpled waste paper.

Big cities impose upon humanity conditions 
afiverse to the growth of unselfishness. The 
competition for existence, to say nothing of ‘the 
race for luxury, is far keener in the big city than 
in smaller towns or in the country. 

Yet the altruistic spirit, and, even better, the 
spirit of justice, does steadily gain ground in 
our cities. One of the best signs of the times is 
the way the American people are taking their 
city governments out of the hands of spoilamen 
and reorganizing them on a basis of business 
efficiency. With due regard, too, for tlie grow- 
ing need to employ community ‘resources and 
powers to protect the less competent — 
évils they cannot themselves forefend. 

Dr. Rainsford, famous New York vet 
said the other day that the police systems of 
the world are all absurdly behind the times; 
that they exist to curb and restrain evil, when 
they ought to be mainly active in stimulating and 
developing good. He would exchange the nega- 
tive for the positive principle. 

What he said is true, but has it not also been 
true of our whole attitude toward government? 
It has been too exclusively conceived of as a 
means by which men can be prevented from doing 
whatever it is they would most like to do; as 
an adjunct to our national scheme of morals, 
rather than as a business agency, competent, if 
rightly directed, to help'make living here on 
earth easier and more enjoyable. Indeed, it is 
suspected the whole modern trend in our govern- 
ments is away from the old-fashioned idea of 
making folks good by law, and toward the newer 
idea of encouraging goodness by making it easy 
and attractive. Very likely you have noticed that 
the cities are spending less money for reform 
schools and other social strait-jackets, and more 
money for playgrounds and public baths. 

Most people are born with decent instincts; the 
job is to keep them decent, and it looks as if 
society was about to decide that this can be aone 
more easily and at léss cost by encouraging the 
city’s youngsters to be happy at orderly play 
than it can by using a big police force to repress 
their play instincts. We are prepared to believe 
that when any city has provided all its boys. and 
girls with clean, ample, attractive playgrounds, 
under the management of men-and women who 
can lead instead of driving, it will be found pos- 
sible to dispense with fully one-half of the pres- 
ent expense for policemen.

A specimen of the terminal monopoly 
is afforded by St. Louis, where the 
raiiread bridge crossing the Mississippi 
has controlled egress and ingress to and 
from the Bast. To escape its exactions 
the city has built a municipal free 
bridge, but iike our market house, the 
bridge has no approaches. 

The Terminal Association illustrates 
the entire feasibility of joint use of 
bridges and tracks. Sixteen railroads 
use this bridge; but their joint use is 
under the close eway of the Terminal 
Association, which excludes both com- 
petition and new lines and maintains 
excessive rates. Travelers to the 6x- 
position 10 years ago will probably re- 
member the special charge per passen- 
ger for traveling over the bridge im- 
posed on every person in addition to 
the cost of the ticket. The freight 
rate over the bridge has caused indus- 
tries to locate largely in East St. Louis. 

There ts now a campaign for the 
voting of bonds to complete the mu- 
nicipal bridge and buy en approach. 
The raliroad influence against it is re- 
inforced by suspicion of those who 
would have the work in charge. But 
there is little doubt that one of the 
causes that handicapped St. Louis in 
ita last rece with Obieage has been the

This "week's new low record for New 
Haven shares following the wreck of 
last Tuesday has raised an interesting 
rpoint as to how railroads are affected 
financially by such accidents. 

New York Central’s Park avenue 
wreck occurred on Jan. 8 1902. That 
year the company settled 
property and personal injuries aggregat- 
ing $882,000, compared with $768,000 the 
year before. By the end of 188 those 
settlements, however, reached $1,002,000, 
and the figures gradually increased un- 
til $2,466,000 was paid out in 197. After 
that there Was a gradual decline, indi- 
cating that most of the claims were set- 
tled in one way or another within five 
years.

“London was 2% moderate buyer of 
stocks on balanee here, and advices 
from the other side indicated that 
the foreign participation in our 
shares was increasing. Some of the 
buying orders cabled over today came 
from Paris and other markets. 

“This inquiry is largely specula.- 
tive yet, however, but there is no 
telling to what extent the movement 
may enlarge if nothin goccurs in the 
foreign money markets to cause dis- 
turbance. 

“There are definite indications that 
the investment inquiry in all. the 
great markets is broadening gradu- 
ally. This demand naturaly shows it- 
self, however, in enlarged buying of 
high-grade bonds, which are still ob- 
Wtainable at prices which in normal 
years would be cglled great bargains. 

“There was good buying of invest- 
ment issues here, with fair purchases 
by. institutions which have bought 
late. In consequence of 
this demand, the investment inquiry 
was today a good deal more of a fac- 
tor than it was'a fortnight or so 
ago. 

“Some of the out-of-town banks of- 
fered United States Government 2 per 
cent bonds here, and the bid price on 
the Stock Exchange was reduced to 
97. No large transactions took place, 
however, as the market was not one 
in. which large holdings could _. be 
liquidated. 

Government Bonds Easy. 


‘Because of today’s further decline in 
United States bonds, ‘v.me interest was 
taken in the testimo’.y given before the

“Tt was argued by one‘of the wit- 
nesses that additional safeguards should
